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'T'HE  basis  of  this  work  is  a  series  of  notes  given 
to  the  London  Matriculation  Class  at  Reading 
School.

BOULOGNE,  north  of  France,  captured  by  the  forces  of 
Henry  VIII,  1544.  Restored  1550. 

Edward  VI,  1547-1553. 

PINKIE,  in  Haddington  County,  Scotland.  Scots  de- 
feated by  Protector  Somerset,  1547. 

Mary,  1553-1558. 

GRAVELINES,  in  Flanders,  north  of  France.  The  Spanish, 
assisted  by  English  troops,  defeated  the  French,  1558. 
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CALAIS,  north  of  France,   taken  from   the  English  by  the 
Duke  of  Guise,   1558. 

Elizabeth,  1558-1603. 

TUTBURY,    in    Derbyshire.      Mary    Queen    of    Scots    im- 
prisoned,  1568. 

FOTHERINGAY  on  the   Nen,   in    Northamptonshire.      Mary 
Queen  of  Scots  was  imprisoned  here,  1570. 

VIRGINIA  in  the   United   States.     Colonised   by    Raleigh, 

1585- 
ZUTPHEN  on  the  Yesel,  in  Holland.     Five  hundred  English 

retreated    before    the    Spanish    army,    and    Sir   Philip 

Sydney  was  killed,   1586. 

CADIZ,  in  the  south  of  France.     Drake  destroyed  part  of 
the  Spanish  Fleet,   1587. 

KINSALE,  in  County  Cork,  Ireland.     The  Spaniards  landed 
and  fortified  it,  1601.

ULSTER,  the  northern  division  of  Ireland.  Plantation  of 
English  and  Scotch  Protestants  under  Chichester,  1611. 
(Germ  of  Irish  ill-feeling.) 
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GUIANA,  in  the  north  of  South  America.  Raleigh  went 
on  an  expedition  to  find  a  gold  mine,  but  failed ;  he 
attacked  the  Spaniards,  contrary  to  orders,  and  on  his 
return  was  beheaded  on  the  old  charge,  1616. 

NEW  PLYMOUTH,  in  Massachusetts,  U.S.A.  Colonised  by 
Puritans  who  sailed  in  the  Mayflower,  1620.  (Germ 
of  American  opposition.) 

Charles  I,  1625—1649. 

CADIZ,  in  the  south  of  Spain.  An  expedition  against  this 
port  failed,  1626. 

ROCHELLE,  in  Charente,  west  of  France.  An  expedition 
under  Buckingham  to  the  Isle  of  Rhe  failed  to  relieve 
the  town,  1627. 

MASSACHUSETTS,  east  of  North  America.  Colonised 
avowedly  as  a  place  of  refuge  for  those  who  wished 
to  escape  the  tyranny  of  Charles  I,  1629. 

BERWICK-ON-TWEED,  in  Northumberland.  A  truce  between 
Charles  I  and  the  Scots,  known  as  the  Pacification  of 
Berwick,  signed,  1639. 

NEWBURN-ON-TYNE,  in  Northumberland.  The  Scots  de- 
feated the  army  of  Charles  I  and  poured  into  Yorkshire, 
1640. 

Edgehill,  in  Warwickshire.  First  battle  in  the  Civil  War 
(indecisive),  1642. 

CHALGROVE  FIELD,  in  Oxfordshire.  Hampden,  the 
most  moderate  of  Parliamentarian  leaders,  was  killed 
in  a  cavalry  skirmish,  1643. 

ATHERTON  MOOR,  in  Yorkshire.  Royalist  victory: 
Newcastle  defeated  Fairfax. 

GAINSBOROUGH    )    in    Lincolnshire.      Parliamentarian 


WINCEBY  )       victories  won  by  Cromwell,  1643. 
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LANS  DOWN,  near  Bath,  in  Somersetshire.  The  Royalists 
under  Hopton  defeated  the  Parliamentarians  under 
Waller,  1643. 

ROUNDWAY  DOWN,  near  Devizes,  in  Wiltshire.  The 
Parliamentarians  under  Waller  again  defeated  by  the 
Royalists  under  Hopton,  1643. 

GLOUCESTER,  in  Gloucestershire,  on  the  Severn.  Besieged 
by  the  Royalists;  siege  raised  by  the  Earl  of  Essex, 
1643. 

NEWBURY,  in  Berkshire.  Indecisive  battle  between 
Charles  I  and  the  Earl  of  Essex ;  Lord  Falkland, 
the  most  moderate  man  on  the  King's  side,  was  killed, 
1643. 

NANTWICH,  in  Cheshire.  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  defeated  the 
Irish  levies  of  Charles  I,  1644. 

Marston  Moor,  in  Yorkshire.  The  Royalists,  under 
Prince  Rupert  and  Newcastle,  were  utterly  defeated  by 
Cromwell  and  Fairfax.  Royalist  cause  in  the  north 
lost,  1644. 

CROPREDY  BRIDGE,  in  Oxfordshire.  Royalist  victory, 
1644. 

TIPPERMUIR,  in  Perthshire,  centre  of  Scotland.  Royalist 
victory  won  by  Montrose,  1644. 

CHERITON,  in  Hampshire.  The  Parliamentarians  under 
Waller  defeated  the  Royalists  under  Hopton,  1644. 

LOSTWITHIEL,  in  Cornwall.  The  Parliamentarians 
hemmed  in  and  defeated  by  Charles  I,  1644. 

NEWBURY,  in  Berkshire.  Second  battle  between  the 
Royalists  and  Parliamentarians  :  indecisive,  1644. 
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Naseby,  in  Northamptonshire.  Charles  I  and  Prince 
Rupert  utterly  defeated  by  Cromwell  and  Fairfax  : 
decisive  battle  of  first  Civil  War,  1645. 

KILSYTH,  in  Dumbarton,  Scotland.  The  Marquis  of 
Montrose  defeated  the  Covenanters,  1645. 

PHILIPHAUGH,  in  Selkirk,  Scotland.  Leslie  in  com- 
mand of  the  Scotch  Covenanters  defeated  the  Royalists 
under  the  Marquis  of  Montrose,  1645. 

ROWTON  HEATH,  in  Cheshire.  Parliamentarian  victory, 
1645. 

BRISTOL,  in  Somerset,  besieged  and  taken  by  the  Parlia- 
mentarians under  Fairfax,  1645. 

NEWARK,  in  Nottinghamshire.  Charles  I  gave  himself  up 
to  the  Scottish  Army,  1646. 

OXFORD,  in  Oxfordshire,  besieged  by  the  Parliamentarians, 
1646. 

CARISBROOKE  CASTLE,  in  the  Isle  of  Wight.  Charles  I 
escaped  from  Hampton  Court  and  fled  thither,  1647. 

PRESTON,  in  Lancashire.  Cromwell  defeated  the  Duke  of 
Hamilton,  1648. 

COLCHESTER,  in  Essex,  held  out  for  Charles,  but  was 
reduced  by  Fairfax  after  a  siege  of  two  months,  1648. 


Interregnum,  1649—1660. 

DROGHEDA,  in  Louth,  east  of  Ireland.     Cromwell  stormed 
it  and  massacred  the  garrison,  1649. 

WEXFORD,    in    County    Wexford,    south-east    of    Ireland. 
Cromwell  stormed  it  and  massacred  the  garrison,  1649. 
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DUNBAR,  in  Haddington,  Scotland.  Cromwell  defeated 
the  Scots  under  Leslie,  1650. 

Worcester,  in  Worcestershire.  Cromwell  defeated  the 
Scots  under  Prince  Charles  (the  Crowning  Mercy). 
End  of  second  Civil  War,  1651. 

DOVER,  on  the  south  coast  of  Kent.  The  English  admiral 
Blake  defeated  the  Dutch  under  Van  Tromp,  1652. 

THE  DOWNS,  a  roadstead  between  Kent  and  the  Goodwin 
Sands.  Van  Tromp,  the  Dutch  admiral,  defeated 
Blake,  1652. 

THE  NORTH  FORELAND,  a  cape  on  the  east  of  Kent. 
Blake  defeated  the  Dutch  under  Van  Tromp,  1653. 

THE  TEXEL,  an  island  off  the  west  coast  of  Holland. 
Blake  defeated  the  Dutch  admiral  Van  Tromp,  1653. 

JAMAICA,  an  island  in  the  West  Indies.  Captured  from 
the  Spanish  by  Venables,  1656. 

TENERIFFE,  capital  of  the  Canary  Islands.  Stormed  and 
captured  by  Blake,  1656. 

DUNKIRK,  north  of  Flanders,  in  France.  Acquired  from 
the  French,  1658. 

COLDSTREAM,  a  village  in  the  south  of  Scotland,  where 
Monk  halted  before  marching  to  London,  1660  (hence 
his  men  were  called  Coldstreamers,  whence  our  Cold- 
stream  Guards). 

BREDA,  in  the  south  of  Holland.  "  Declaration  "  made  by 
Charles  II  on  his  recall  to  England,  1660. 
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Charles  II,  1660-1685. 

DUNKIRK,  north  of  France,  on  the  coast.  Sold  to  the 
French  by  Clarendon,  hence  the  latter's  unpopularity, 
1662. 

BOMBAY,  on  the  west  coast  of  India.  Acquired  by 
Charles  II  through  his  marriage  with  Catharine  of 
Braganza,  1662. 

THE  DOWNS,  a  roadstead  between  Kent  and  the  Goodwin 
Sands.  Monk  was  defeated  by  the  Dutch  admiral 
De  Ruyter  in  a  three  days'  fight,  1666. 

BREDA,  south  of  Holland.  A  treaty  signed  here  ended  the 
Dutch  War,  1667. 

NEW  AMSTERDAM,  a  Dutch  colony  on  the  east  of  North 
America.  Acquired  by  England  at  the  Peace  of 
Breda  and  renamed  New  York,  1667. 

DOVER,  south  of  Kent.  A  secret  treaty  was  made  by 
Charles  II  with  Louis  XIV  of  France,  1670. 

JAMAICA,  an  island  in  the  West  Indies.  Given  up  by 
England,  1670. 

SOUTHWOLD  BAY,  east  of  Suffolk.  Indecisive  battle  with 
the  Dutch,  1672. 

DRUMCLOG,  in  Lanarkshire,  Scotland.  Graham  of  Claver- 
house  with  Royalist  forces  was  defeated  by  the 
Covenanters  under  Balfour  of  Burley,  1679. 

BOTHWELL  BRIDGE,  in  Lanarkshire,  Scotland.  The  Cove- 
nanters under  Balfour  of  Burley  were  utterly  routed 
by  Monmouth  and  Graham  of  Claverhouse,  1679. 
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James  II,  1685-1689. 

SEDGE  MOOR,  in  Somerset.  Monmouth  was  defeated 
by  the  forces  of  James  II  (last  battle  on  English  soil), 
1685. 


William  and  Mary,  1688-1702. 

LONDONDERRY,  on  Lough  Foyle,  north  of  Ireland; 
held  out  against  the  Jacobites  for  William  III,  and  was 
relieved  after  a  siege  of  105  days,  1689. 

KILLIECRANKIE,  in  Perthshire,  Scotland.  Graham  of 
Claverhouse,  Viscount  Dundee,  routed  the  army  of 
William  III  under  Mackay,  1689. 

ENNISKILLEN,  on  Lough  Erne,  West  of  Ireland  ;  held  out 
for  W7illiam  III  and  defeated  the  besiegers  in  a  sally 
at  Newton  Butler,  1689. 

THE  BOYNE,  a  river  in  the  east  of  Ireland.  William  III 
defeated  the  Irish  troops  of  James  II,  1690. 

ATHLONE,  on  Lough  Ree,  in  West  Meath,  Ireland,  stormed 
by  Ginckel,  general  of  William  III,  1691. 

AUGHRIM,  west  of  Ireland.  Ginckel,  general  of  William  III, 
defeated  the  Irish  under  St.  Ruth,  1691. 

LIMERICK,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Shannon,  west  of  Ireland, 
taken  by  Ginckel,  after  a  siege  of  three  months,  1691. 

CAPE  LA  HOGUE,  north  of  France.  Russell  defeated  the 
French  fleet  under  de  Tourville,  1692. 

STEINEKERKE,  in  Belgium.  William  III  defeated  by  the 
Marechal  de  Luxembourg,  1693. 

LANDEN,  in  Belgium.  William  III  defeated  by  the 
Marechal  de  Luxembourg,  1693. 
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NAMUR,  in  Belgium,  near  the  French  border,  stormed  by 
the  troops  of  William  III  under  Cutts,  1695. 

RYSWICK,  west  of  Holland,  near  the  Hague.  Treaty  signed 
between  William  III  and  Louis  XIV  of  France  secured 
the  Spanish  Netherlands,  1697. 

DARIEN,  an  isthmus  between  Central  and  South  America, 
now  known  as  Panama.  An  attempt  by  the  Scotch  to 
colonise  it  failed,  1699. 


Anne  1702-1714. 

LIEGE,  in  Belgium,  captured  from  the  French  by  Churchill ; 
for  this  he  was  made  Duke  of  Marlborough  and 
received  a  pension  of  ^500  a  year,  1702. 

BLENHEIM,  on  the  Danube,  in  Bavaria.  The  French 
under  Tallard  were  defeated  by  Marlborough  and 
Prince  Eugene  (Vienna  saved),  1704. 

GIBRALTAR,  a  fortified  rock,  south  of  Spain.  Captured  by 
Rooke  and  Shovel,  1704. 

RAMILLIES,  in  Belgium.  Marlborough  defeated  the 
French,  1706. 

MADRID,  centre  of  Spain.  Captured  by  the  English,  1706 ; 
re-captured  by  the  Duke  of  Berwick,  a  natural  son  of 
James  II,  1708. 

OUDENARDE,  in  Flanders,  north  of  France.  Marl- 
borough  and  Prince  Eugene  defeated  the  French 
under  Vendome,  1708. 

ALMANZA,  in  Albacata,  east  of  Spain.  The  English  and 
Belgians  defeated  by  the  French  and  Spanish,  1708. 
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MINORCA,  one  of  the  Balearic  Islands,  off  the  east  of  Spain. 
Captured  for  England  by  Stanhope,  1708. 

LILLE,  north  of  France,  near  the  Belgian  border.  Captured 
by  Marlborough  after  Oudenarde,  1708. 

MALPLAQUET,  south  of  Belgium.  Marlborough  de- 
feated the  French  general,  Villars,  1709. 

TOURNAY,  in  Belgium,  on  the  French  border.  Captured 
by  the  English  and  Belgians  from  the  French,  1709. 

MONS,  in  Belgium,  near  the  French  border.  Captured  by 
the  English  and  Belgians,  1710. 

DOUAY,  north  of  France,  near  the  Belgian  frontier.  Cap- 
tured by  Marlborough  from  the  French,  1710. 

ALMANARA,  south-west  of  Spain.     Stanhope  defeated  the 

Spaniards,  1710. 
SARAGOSSA,  on  the   Ebro,  north-east  of  Spain.     Stanhope 

defeated  the  Spaniards,  1710. 

Ac  ADI  E,  now  Nova  Scotia,  a  peninsula,  east  of  Canada. 
Captured  from  the  French,  1710. 

BRIHUEGA,  north-east  of  Madrid,  in  Spain.  Stanhope  was 
defeated  and  captured  by  Vendome,  1710. 

UTRECHT,  centre  of  Holland.  Treaty  between  England, 
with  her  allies,  and  France.  End  of  the  War  of  the 
Spanish  Succession,  1713.

Porteous 
riots,  1736. 

PORTO  BELLO,  north  of  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  between 
Central  and  South  America.  Captured  from  the 
Spaniards  by  Vernon,  1739. 

CARTAGENA,  a  port  on  the  south-east  of  Spain.  Vernon 
tried  to  capture  it,  but  failed,  1741. 

DETTINGEN  on  the  Maine,  in  Bavaria.  George  II  was 
surrounded,  but  cut  his  way  through  the  French  army 
under  De  Noailles,  1743.  (This  is  the  last  occasion 
on  which  an  English  king  was  under  fire.) 

WORMS  on  the  Rhine,  in  Hesse.  Congress  after  Dettingen; 
at  which  England,  Holland,  Sardinia,  and  Saxony 
guaranteed  the  Pragmatic  Sanction,  1743. 

CAPE  BRETON  ISLAND,  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Lawrence, 
west  of  Canada.  Captured  from  the  French,  1744, 

FONTENOY  on  the  Schelde,  south-west  of  Belgium.  George, 
Duke  of  Cumberland  and  Waldeck,  fought  a  fierce  but 
indecisive  action  with  the  French,  1745. 

MOIDART,  a  district  west  of  Inverness,  Scotland,  where 
Charles  Edward,  the  Young  Pretender,  landed,  1 745. 
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PRESTON  PANS  on  the  Firth  of  Forth,  east  of  Scotland. 
Cope,  the  English  general,  was  defeated  by  the  Young 
Pretender,  1745. 

FALKIRK,  in  Stirling  County,  Scotland.  The  Young  Pre- 
tender defeated  the  English  vanguard,  1746. 

CULLODEN  MOOR,  north-east  of  Inverness.  The 
Young  Pretender  was  utterly  defeated  by  Cumberland, 
who  gave  no  quarter,  1746. 

LAWFELDT,  in  Bavaria.  Marechal  de  Saxe  defeated  the 
Duke  of  Cumberland,  1747, 

AACHEN  (Aix-la-Chapelle),  west  of  Germany.  Treaty  to 
which  all  the  participators  in  the  war  of  the  Austrian 
succession  were  parties.  All  conquests  made  during 
the  war  were  restored,  1748. 

ARCOT,  in  the  Carnatic  south-east  of  India.  Captured  by 
Clive,  1751. 

FORT  DUQUESNE  on  the  Ohio,  in  Pennsylvania,  east  of 
America.  The  French  defeated  General  Braddock, 


MINORCA,  one  of  the  Balearic  Islands,  east  of  Spain  ;  taken 
by  the  French  ;  Byng  failed  to  relieve  it,  1756.

Clive  utterly  defeated  Suraj-ad-Dowlah,  1757. 

CARTAGENA,  in  Murcia,  south-east  of  Spain.     Toulon  fleet 
defeated  by  the  English,  1758. 
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BASQUE  ROADS,  north  of  Spain.  French  fleet  defeated  by 
the  English,  1758. 

LOUISBURG,  capital  of  Cape  Breton  Island,  east  of  Canada. 
Captured  by  Wolfe  and  Boscawen,  1758. 

TICONDEROGA,  in  New  York  state,  east  of  America.  Aber- 
crombie  suffered  severely  at  the  hands  of  Montcalm, 
the  French  general,  in  an  attempt  to  storm  it,  1758. 

FORT  DUQUESNE,  on  the  Ohio,  in  Pennsylvania,  East  of 
America.  Captured  by  the  English  from  the  French ; 
its  name  was  changed  to  Pittsburg,  1758. 

CREFELDT,  near  the  Rhine,  west  of  Germany.  Ferdinand 
of  Brunswick,  with  an  Anglo-Bavarian  army,  defeated 
the  French,  1758. 

LAGOS,  south  of  Portugal.  Admiral  Boscawen  defeated 
and  destroyed  the  French  Mediterranean  fleet,  1759. 

QUIBERON  BAY,  north  coast  of  France.  Admiral 
Hawke  destroyed  the  French  Atlantic  fleet,  1759. 

MINDEN,  on  the  Weser,  in  Hanover.  Ferdinand  of  Bruns- 
wick defeated  the  French  and  saved  Frederick  II  of 
Prussia,  1759. 

Quebec,  on  the  St.  Lawrence,  east  of  Canada.  Captured 
by  Wolfe,  who  defeated  Montcalm  by  storming  the 
Heights  of  Abraham  ;  both  generals  were  killed,  1759. 

George  III,  1760-1820. 

WANDEWASH,  south-east  of  India,  near  Madras.  Sir 
Eyre  Coote  routed  the  last  French  army  in  India,  1760. 

PONDICHERRY,  a  French  settlement  and  fortress  near 
Madras,  south-east  of  India.  Fell  into  the  hands  of 
Sir  Eyre  Coote  after  the  battle  of  Wandewash,  1711. 
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BELLE  ISLE,  a  large  island  off  the  coast  of  Brittany,  west 
of  France.  Captured  from  the  French,  1761. 

DOMINICA,  an  island  in  the  West  Indies.  Captured  from 
the  French,  1761. 

HAVANNA,  capital  of  Cuba,  in  the  West  Indies.  Captured 
from  Spain,  1762. 

MANILLA,  on  Luzon,  capital  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  east 
of  Further  India.  Captured  from  Spain,  1762.

LONG  ISLAND,  off  the  state  of  New  York,  east  of 
America.  General  Howe  defeated  the  Colonists 
under  George  Washington,  1776. 
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BRANDYWINE,  a  river  in  Pennsylvania,  near  Philadel- 
phia. Howe  defeated  the  Colonists,  and  Philadelphia 
fell  into  his  hands,  1777. 

Saratoga,  in  the  state  of  New  York,  east  of  America. 
General  Burgoyne  surrounded  by  the  Colonists  under 
Gates,  and  forced  to  surrender  with  5000  men,  1777. 

CAMDEN,  in  South  Carolina,  east  of  America,  Cornwallis 
defeated  the  Colonists  under  Gates  and  overran  North 
Carolina,  1780. 

Yorktown,  on  Chesapeake  Bay,  in  Virginia,  east  of 
America.  Cornwallis  shut  up  between  the  American 
army  under  Washington  and  the  fleet  under  Graves, 
and  forced  to  capitulate  with  4,500  men,  1781. 

CHARLESTON,  on  the  coast  of  South  Carolina,  east  of  North 
America.  An  English  garrison  held  out,  1781. 

MINORCA,  one  of  the  Balearic  Islands  off  Spain,  in  the 
Mediterranean.  Captured  by  the  French,  1781. 

PORTO  Novo,  in  the  Carnatic,  south-east  of  India.  Sir 
Eyre  Coote  saved  the  Carnatic  by  defeating  the  hordes 
of  Hyder  Ali,  1781. 

ST.  LUCIA,  an  island  in  the  West  Indies,  off  which  Rodney 
utterly  defeated  the  French  and  captured  their  admiral, 
de  Grasse,  1782. 

GIBRALTAR,  a  fortress  in  the  south  of  Spain.  Defended  by 
Sir  George  Elliot  against  the  French  and  Spanish 
fleets,  1782. 

VERSAILLES,  a  town  near  Paris,  north  of  France.  Treaty 
between  England,  France,  and  Spain,  1783. 
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England  ceded  : —

The  Duke  of 
York  was  defeated  by  the  French  Republicans,  1793. 

BREST,  on  the  north-west  coast  of  France.  Lord  Howe 
defeated  the  French,  1794. 

CEYLON,    an   island  south  of  Hindustan.      Captured  from 

the  Dutch,   1795. 
CAPE  COLONY,  south  of  Africa.     Captured  from  the  Dutch, 

1795- 
BANTRY    BAY,    south-west    of    Cork,    Ireland.      Grouchy, 

lieutenant   of  Admiral  Hoche,  appeared  there  with  a 

French  fleet,  but  did  not  land  his  men,  1796. 

THE  NORE,  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Thames.  Sailors  of 
the  North  Sea  fleet  mutinied,  1797. 

SPITHEAD,  a  strait  between  Hampshire  and  the  Isle  of 
Wight.  The  Channel  fleet  mutinied,  1797. 

CAMPERDOWN,  on  the  west  coast  of  Holland,  south  of 
the  Texel.  Admiral  Duncan  annihilated  the  French 
Texel  fleet,  1797. 
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TRINIDAD,  an  island  in  the  West  Indies,  near  South 
America.  Captured  from  the  Spaniards,  1797. 

ST.  VINCENT,  a  cape  at  the  south  coast  of  Portugal. 
Admiral  Jervis  and  Commodore  Nelson  defeated  the 
Spanish  fleet,  1797. 

VINEGAR  HILL,  in  Wexford,  south-east  of  Ireland.  The 
Irish  Roman  Catholic  Rebels  were  defeated  by  the 
Orange  Yeoman,  1798. 

CASTLEBAR,  in  Mayo,  Connaught,  west  of  Ireland.  General 
Humbert  with  French  troops  routed  some  Irish  Militia, 
but  was  afterwards  captured  by  Lord  Cornwallis,  1798. 

ACRE,  in  Syria,  at  the  east  end  of  the  Mediterranean. 
Saved  from  Napoleon  by  the  activity  of  Sir  Sidney 
Smith,  1799. 

MALTA,  an  island  in  the  Mediterranean.  Captured  from 
the  French,  1801. 

ALEXANDRIA,  on  the  Nile,  north  of  Egypt.  Sir  Ralph 
Abercrombie  defeated  the  French,  1801. 

COPENHAGEN,  on  the  Sound;  capital  of  Denmark. 
Nelson  destroyed  the  greater  part  of  the  Danish  fleet, 
1801. 

AMIENS,  in  Picardy,  north  of  France.  Treaty  between 
England,  Holland,  France,  and  Spain,  1802. 

England  gave  up  : — 

MALTA,  an  island  in  the  Mediterranean,  to  the 
Knights  of  St.  John. 

MARTINIQUE,  an  island  in  the  West  Indies ;  and 

PONDICHERRY,   on  the  east  of   the   Carnatic,   in 
India,  to  France. 
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England  retained  :  — 

CEYLON,   an  island  south  of  India  ;    taken   from 
the  Dutch. 

TRINIDAD,  one  of  the  West  Indian  islands,  near

spoiled  Napoleon's  plan  for  an  invasion  of  England, 
1805. 

Trafalgar,  a  cape  on  the  south  of  Spain.  Nelson  utterly 
defeated  the  French  and  Spanish  fleets  and  died  in 
the  hour  of  victory,  1805. 

VIMIERO,  in  the  west  of  Portugal.  The  French  army  under 
Junot  defeated  by  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley,  1808. 

CINTRA,  in  the  west  of  Portugal.  A  convention  signed, 
allowing  Junot  a  safe  retreat  on  condition  that  he  gave 
up  Lisbon  and  evacuated  Portugal,  1808. 

CORUNNA,  on  the  north-west  coast  of  Spain.  Sir  John 
Moore  defeated  the  French  under  Soult,  and  died  in 
the  hour  of  victory,  1809. 

OPORTO,  on  the  Douro,  west  of  Portugal.  Sir  Arthur 
Wellesley  defeated  the  French  under  Soult,  1809. 

TALAVERA,  on  the  Tagus,  south-west  of  Madrid,  in 
Spain.  The  English  under  Wellesley,  and  Spanish 
under  Cuesta,  defeated  Marshal  Victor  and  King 
Joseph,  1809. 
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TORRES  VEDRAS,  west  of  Portugal,  north  of  the  Tagus. 
Wellington's  famous  "  lines,"  by  which  he  defended 
Lisbon  in  the  winter  of  1809-10. 

BUSACO,  west  of  Portugal.  Wellington  defeated  Mas- 
sena's  Army,  1810. 

ALMEIDA,  north-east  of  Portugal.  Taken  by  Wellington, 
1811. 

FUENTES  D'ONORO,  west  of  Spain.  Wellington  de- 
feated Massena,  who  was  attempting  to  relieve  Almeida, 
1811. 

ALBUERA,  south-west  of  Spain,  near  the  Guadiana.  Lord 
Beresford,  and  Blake,  the  Spanish  General,  defeated 
Soult  in  a  bloody  battle,  thereby  preventing  the  relief 
of  Badajos,  1812. 

CIUDAD  RODRIGO,  a  fortress  in  the  west  of  Spain,  near 
Portugal.  Stormed  by  Wellington,  1812. 

BADAJOS,  west  of  Spain,  on  the  Guadiana.  Stormed  by 
Wellington,  1812. 

SALAMANCA,  on  the  Douro,  west  of  Spain.  Wellington 
defeated  the  French  under  Marmont  and  took  Madrid, 
1812. 

VITTORIA,  near  the  Ebro,  north  of  Spain.  Wellington 
defeated  the  French  under  Jourdan,  1813. 

SAN  SEBASTIAN  )  fortresses  in  the  north  of  Spain,  captured

TOULOUSE,  south  of  France.  Wellington  defeated  the 
French  under  Soult,  1814.

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NEW  ORLEANS,  on  the  Mississippi,  in  Louisiana,  south  of 
the  United  States.  The  Americans  defeated  and  killed 
Sir  E.  Pakenham,  1815. 

ELBA,  an  island  off  the  north-west  of  Italy,  where  Napoleon 
Bonaparte  was  exiled  1814-15. 

QUATRE  BRAS,  in  Belgium,  south  of  Brussels.  Marshal 
Ney  held  back  the  first  divisions  of  Wellington's  army 
in  their  attempt  to  join  the  Prussians,  1815. 

Waterloo,  in  the  centre  of  Belgium,  south  of  Brussels. 
Wellington,  with  the  help  of  the  Prussians,  under 
Bliicher,  defeated  and  routed  Napoleon's  army,  1815. 

ST.  HELENA,  an  island  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  off  Africa, 
where  Napoleon  was  imprisoned,  1815. 

VIENNA,  on  the  Danube,  capital  of  Austria.  A  treaty 
signed  there  ended  the  Napoleonic  wars,  1815. 

England  gained : — 

MALTA,  an  island  in  the  Mediterranean. 
HELIGOLAND,  an  island  in  the  North  Sea  (since 

ceded  to  Germany). 
THE  IONIAN  ISLANDS,  west  of  Greece.

A 
nest  of  pirates  attacked  by  a  British  fleet  under  Lord 
Exmouth.  The  Dey  gave  in  and  agreed  to  set  free 
all  Christian  slaves,  1816. 

POONA,  in  Peishwa,  west  of  India.  The  British  forces 
defeated  Bajee  Rao,  the  Mahratta  chief,  1817. 
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MEHIDPOOR,  north  of  Scindia,  west-centre  of  India.  The 
British  forces  routed  the  army  of  the  Holkar  State, 
1817. 

SERTABULDEE,  in  Berar,  west-centre  of  India.  The  Rajah 
of  Berar's  army  fled  before  a  handful  of  British,  1817. 

SINGAPORE,  south  of  the  Malay  Peninsula,  in  Further  India. 
Taken  by  the  British,  1819.

Navarino,  south-west  of  the  Morea,  in  Greece.  Sir 
Edward  Codrington  destroyed  the  Turkish  fleet,  and 
so  saved  the  independence  of  Greece,  1827.

NEWPORT,  in  Monmouthshire.  Chartist  riots  under  Frost 
easily  suppressed,  1839. 

GHUZNEE,  in  Afghanistan.  Stormed  by  the  British  forces 
in  the  First  Afghan  War,  1839. 

CAUBUL,  capital  of  Afghanistan.  Occupied  by  the  British, 
1839  ;  re-taken  by  the  Afghans,  who  murdered  the 
British  Resident,  1841-42. 

HONG  KONG,  an  island,  south-east  of  China.  Taken  from 
the  Chinese  in  the  "Opium  War,"  1839-41. 

ACRE,  in  Syria,  at  the  east  end  of  the  Mediterranean. 
Taken  by  the  British  from  Mehemet  AH  in  order  to 
preserve  the  integrity  of  the  Turkish  Empire,  1841. 
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VANCOUVER  ISLAND,  south-west  of  Canada.  Secured  to 
England  by  treaty  with  the  United  States,  1842. 

KHOORD,  Caubul  Pass,  east  of  Afghanistan.  British 
and  Sepoy  army,  with  12,000  camp  followers,  mas- 
sacred by  the  Afghans ;  only  Dr.  Brydon  escaped, 
1842. 

KHYBER  PASS,  near  Peshawar,  north-west  of  India, 
leading  into  Afghanistan.  Heroically  defended  by 
Sir  R.  Sale,  1841-42  ;  forced  by  General  Pollock, 
who  re-occupied  Caubul,  1842. 

MEANEE,  in  Scindia,  west-centre  of  India.  Sir  Charles 
Napier  defeated  the  Ameer,  and  Scindia  was  annexed 
to  Bombay,  1842. 

FEROZAPORE,  in  the  Punjab,  north-west  of  India.  Lord 
Gough  failed  to  storm  the  Sikh  trenches,  1845. 

SOBRAON  on  the  Sutlej,  in  the  Punjab,  north-west  of 
India.  Lord  Gough  defeated  the  Sikhs  in  a  bloody 
battle,  and  drove  them  into  the  Sutlej,  1846. 

BOULAGH  COMMON,  in  Tipperary,  Ireland.  Smith  O'Brien, 
of  the  Young  Ireland  Party,  created  an  insurrection, 
but  his  followers  were  soon  dispersed,  1848. 

CHILLIANWALLAH  on  the  Jhelum,  north-west  of  India. 
Lord  Gough  stormed  the  Sikh  trenches,  but  with  heavy 
loss,  the  24th  foot  being  wiped  out,  1849. 

GUJERAT,  near  the  Chenab,  in  the  Punjab.  Lord  Gough 
defeated  the  Sikhs.  This  battle  ended  the  second 
Sikh  War,  1849. 

PEGU  and  RANGOON,  south  of  Burmah,  in  Asia.  Captured 
by  the  British,  1852. 
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ALMA,  a  river  in  the  Crimea,  south  of  Russia.  Lord 
Raglan  and  Marshal  St.  Arnaud,  with  a  force  of 
English  and  French  defeated  the  Russians  under 
Mentchikoff,  1854. 

BALACLAVA,  south  of  the  Crimea,  a  port  at  which  the 
English  supplies  were  landed ;  a  battle  was  fought  six 
miles  off  in  which  occurred  the  famous  charge  of  the 
Light  Brigade.  Lord  Raglan  with  difficulty  won  the 
day,  1854. 

INKERMAN,  south-west  of  the  Crimea,  near  Sevastopol. 
8000  English  defeated  Mentchikoff's  army  of  40,000, 
killing  10,000  of  them,  1854. 

KERTCH,  in  the  Crimea,  on  the  straits  joining  the  Sea  of 
Azof  to  the  Black  Sea.  Captured  by  the  English  in 
1855- 

Sevastopol,  south-west  of  the  Crimea.  Defended  by 
famous  works  constructed  by  Todleben.  Captured 
by  the  English  and  French  after  a  siege  lasting  a 
year,  1855. 

KOUSHAUB,  near  Bushire,  on  the  Persian  Gulf.  An 
English  army  from  India  defeated  the  troops  of  the 
Shah,  1857. 

TAKU  FORTS  on  the  Peiho  ;  guarding  Pekin  ;  east  of 
China.  Stormed  by  the  English  and  French,  1857. 

MEERUT,  near  Delhi,  in  Oude,  north  of  India.  Outbreak 
of  the  Sepoy  mutiny,  1857. 

DELHI  on  the  Jumna,  south-east  of  the  Punjab.  Seized 
by  the  mutineers.  Besieged  by  the  British  with  the 
aid  of  Sikh  levies  for  fourteen  weeks,  and  carried  by 
assault,  1857. 
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LUCKNOW  on  the  Goomtee ;  capital  of  Oude ;  north  of 
India.  A  British  garrison  was  beleaguered  by  mutineers. 
Havelock  with  3000  men  forced  his  way  into  the  town ; 
it  was  finally  relieved  by  Lord  Clyde,  1857.  Stormed 
a  second  time  by  Clyde,  1858. 

CAWNPORE,  on  the  Ganges,  in  Oude,  north  of  India. 
The  garrison  surrendered  to  Nana  Sahib,  who  after 
promising  a  safe  passage  to  Allahabad,  massacred  the 
men,  and  on  the  approach  of  Havelock  also  killed  the 
women  and  children,  1857. 

BAREILLY,  near  the  Ramgunga,  in  Oude,  north  of  India. 
Lord  Clyde  defeated  the  mutineers,  1858. 

GWALIOR,  north  of  Scindia,  centre  of  India.  Sir  H.  Rose 
defeated  the  rebel  forces  of  the  Ranee  of  Jhansi  and 
Tantia  Topee,  1858. 

NEW  ZEALAND,  two  large  islands  south-west  of  Australia. 
The  natives,  Maoris,  were  subjugated  by  British  troops, 
1861-66. 

MAGDALA,  capital  of  Abyssinia,  stronghold  of  King  Theo- 
dore, east  of  Africa.  Stormed  by  Lord  Napier,  1868. 

ILLALA,  in  Central  Africa.  Death  of  Livingstone,  the  great 
explorer,  1874. 

FIJI  ISLANDS,  in  the  Pacific  Ocean.  Annexed  to  Britain  at 
the  request  of  the  natives,  1874. 

COOMASSIE,  capital  of  Ashantee.  Captured  and  destroyed 
by  Sir  Garnet  Wolseley,  1874. 

ISANDLANA,  in  Zululand,  north-east  of  Natal,  east  of 
Africa.  A  British  force  was  surrounded  and  cut  to 
pieces  by  the  Zulus,  1879. 
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RORKE'S  DRIFT,  on  the  Buffalo  River,  north  of  Natal 
in  the  east  of  South  Africa.  Gallantly  defended  by 
Lieutenant  Chard  against  an  overwhelming  force  of 
Zulus,  1879. 

ESHOWE,  in  Zululand,  east  of  South  Africa.  Sir  Garnet 
Wolseley's  forces  defeated  the  Zulus,  1879. 

ULUNDI,  north  of  the  Umvolosi  River,  in  Zululand,  east 
of  South  Africa.  Sir  Garnet  Wolseley's  forces  crushed 
the  Zulu  hordes,  1879. 

CAUBUL,  capital  of  Afghanistan.  Captured  by  General 
Roberts,  and  defended  by  him  against  the  Afghans, 
1880. 

MAIWAND,  in  the  State  of  Candahar,  south  of  Afghanistan. 
The  forces  of  Ayoub  Khan  defeated  General  Burrows. 

CANDAHAR,  on  a  tributary  of  the  Urgundab,  south  of 
Afghanistan.  General  Roberts  marched  to  its  relief 
from  Caubul  in  twenty-three  days,  defeating  Ayoub 
Khan  on  the  way,  1880. 

LAING'S  NEK,  in  the  Drakensburg  Mountains,  north 
of  Natal,  in  South  Africa.  The  Boers  defeated  Sir 
George  Colley's  small  force  of  British,  1881. 

THE  INGOGO  HEIGHTS,  in  the  Drakensburg  Moun- 
tains, north  of  Natal,  in  South  Africa.  The  Boers 
defeated  Sir  George  Colley's  force,  1881. 

MAJUBA  HILL,  in  the  Drakensburg  Mountains,  north 
of  Natal,  in  South  Africa.  The  Boers  defeated  Sir 
George  Colley's  force  and  Colley  was  killed,  1881. 

POTCHEFSTROOM,  south  of  the  Transvaal,  in  South  Africa. 
Besieged  by  the  Boers  under  Cronje,  but  held  out  for 
the  British,  1881. 
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PHCENIX  PARK,  Dublin,  east  of  Ireland.  Lord  Frederick 
Cavendish  and  Mr.  Burke  murdered,  1882. 

TEL-EL-KEBIR,  in  the  centre  of  Egypt.  The  British 
army  gained  a  brilliant  victory  and  crushed  the 
Egyptian  revolt,  1882. 

THE  SOUDAN,  a  district  in  North  Africa,  inhabited  by 
Arab  tribes  ;  these  tribes  revolted  from  the  Egyptian 
Government,  and,  led  by  the  Mahdi,  cut  to  pieces 
a  force  sent  against  them  under  Hicks  Pacha,  an 
Englishman,  1883. 

KHARTUM,  at  the  Junction  of  the  White  and  Blue  Niles, 
in  Egypt.  General  Gordon  defended  it  against  the 
Arabs,  but  was  killed  through  treachery,  1884-5. 

ABU  KLEA,  wells  near  Metemmeh,  in  the  centre  of  Fgypt. 
Lord  Wolseley  defeated  the  Arabs,  1885. 

MANDALAY,  on  the  Irrawady,  north  of  Burmah,  in  Asia. 
Captured  by  the  British,  1885. 

Krugersdorp,  near  Johannesburg,  south  of  the  Transvaal. 
A  body  of  Frontier  Police,  under  Dr.  Jameson,  tried  to 
force  a  passage  to  Johannesburg,  but  were  defeated 
and  captured  by  the  Boers  under  Cronje,  1897. 

THE  ATBARA,  a  tributary  of  the  Nile,  in  Egypt.  General 
Kitchener  defeated  the  Arabs  under  the  Khalifa,  1898. 

OMDURMAN,  near  the  junction  of  the  Blue  and  White  Niles, 
in  Egypt.  General  Kitchener  defeated  and  killed  the 
Khalifa,  1898. 

FASHODA,  on  the  White  Nile,  south  of  Egypt.  A  French 
force,  under  Major  Marchand,  was  found  there  by 
Lord  Kitchener  and  forced  to  withdraw,  1898.

MALTA  )  islands   in    the    Mediterranean,    south   of   Sicily. 

Gozo  |  Held  by  the  Knights  of  St.  John,  1526  ; 
captured  by  Napoleon  through  treachery,  1798;  re- 
captured by  the  British,  1 800  ;  retained  by  England 
at  the  Peace  of  Paris,  1814. 
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PANTELLARIA,  an  island  between  Sicily  and  Tunis.  Lately 
ceded  to  Britain  by  France  in  exchange  for  land  on 
the  Red  Sea. 

^MINORCA,  one  of  the  Balearic  Islands,  west  of  Spain. 
Captured  by  General  Stanhope,  1708;  Spain  gave  it 
up  at  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  1712;  captured  by  the 
French  when  Byng  failed  to  relieve  it,  1756;  returned 
to  Britain  at  the  Peace  of  Paris,  1763;  finally  lost  by 
Britain,  1781  ;  and  ceded  to  Spain  by  the  Treaty  of 
Versailles,  1783. 

GIBRALTAR,  a  rocky  fortress  in  the  south  of  Spain  ;  "  the 
key  to  the  Mediterranean."

Made 
over  to  England  by  Holland  in  return  for  land  in 
Sumatra,  1824. 

SINGAPORE,  an  island  south  of  the  Malay  Peninsula. 
Bought  by  England  from  the  Sultan  of  Johore,  1819. 

BURMAH,  east  of  India.  Southern  Burmah  was  annexed  by 
England,  1824  ;  Upper  Burmah,  1885.  The  capital  is 
Rangoon. 

ASSAM,  between  Burmah  and  Bengal.  Captured  by  the 
British,  1826.

NEW  ZEALAND,  including  North  Island,  South  Island,  and 
Stewart  Island,  south-east  of  Australia.  Made  a 
British  colony,  1841.

GAMBIA,  on  the  west,  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Gambia. 
Settlement  dating  from  1 6th  century.  Capital,  Bathurst. 

THE  GOLD  COAST,  in  Guinea.  Colonised  in  the  i6th 
century.  Capital,  Cape  Coast  Castle. 

SIERRE  LEONE,  west  of  Africa.     Colonised  1787. 

ROYAL  NIGER  COMPANY'S  TERRITORY,  south-west  of  the 
Soudan.  Boundaries  fixed  1889  and  1890  and  1898. 

WALFISH  BAY,  west  of  German  South- West  Africa.  Settle- 
ment, 1884. 

CAPE  COLONY,  south  of  Africa.  Discovered  by  Diaz,  1487. 
Colonised  by  the  Dutch  1650  ;  taken  from  them  by 
the  British  1795,  but  restored  at  the  treaty  of  Amiens ; 
recaptured  from  the  Dutch  1806.  Capital,  Cape  Town. 

NATAL,  east  of  Cape  Colony.  Established  1824  and  1837. 
Annexed  by  England  1843.  Capital,  Pieter  Maritzburg. 

BECHUANALAND,  north  of  the  Cape  ;  British  Protectorate. 
Boundaries  settled  1884  and  1890. 

ORANGE  RIVER  STATE,  formerly  the  Orange  Free  State. 
Established  by  the  Boers  in  the  Great  Trek  1837  ; 
annexed  by  England  1848,  but  abandoned  1854  ; 
remained  neutral  in  the  Boer  war  of  1880-1,  but 
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joined  the  Transvaal  against  England  1899;  subjugated 
by  Lord  Roberts,  and  finally  annexed,  1900.  Capital, 
Bloemfontein. 

TRANSVAAL.  Founded  by  Boers  in  the  Great  Trek  of 
1837  ;  independence  recognised  by  England  1852  ; 
became  bankrupt  and  was  annexed  to  England  1877  ; 
revolted  1880-1,  and  its  partial  independence  was 
recognised.  The  burghers  invaded  Natal  1899,  but 
the  country  was  subdued  and  annexed  by  Lord 
Roberts,  who  took  Pretoria  the  capital,  1900. 

RHODESIA,  north  of  Bechuanaland.  Founded  by  Cecil 
Rhodes.  Boundaries  settled  1891  and  1894.  Capital, 
Buluwayo. 

BRITISH  EAST  AFRICA  and  UGANDA,  east  of  Africa,  south 
of  Egypt  and  Abyssinia.  Boundaries  settled  1886, 
1890,  and  1891. 

BRITISH  SOMALI  LAND,  south  of  the  Gulf  of  Aden. 
Boundaries  settled  1894  and  1897. 

EGYPT,  east  and  north-east  of  Africa.  Nominally  under 
Turkey,  with  British  army  of  occupation.  The  south- 
ern part  was  recovered  from  the  Arabs  by  Sir  Herbert 
Kitchener,  1898.  Capital,  Cairo.

Quebec. 

3.  NEW  BRUNSWICK.     First  colonised  by  British  1760. 

Made  a  separate  Province  1784.  Joined  to  the 
Dominion  1867. 
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4.  NOVA  SCOTIA.    Discovered  by  Cabot  1497.    Named 

in  1621.  Ceded  finally  to  Britain  at  the  Treaty  of 
Utrecht,  1713.  First  permanent  settlement  1749. 
CAPE  BRETON  ISLAND  is  joined  with  it. 

5.  THE  NORTH -WEST  TERRITORY.    Formerly  Hudson 

Bay  Territory  and  the  North  Fur  Company  held  it; 
the  former  received  Rupert  Land  from  Charles  II, 
1670  ;  the  latter  formed  settlements,  1785.  Com- 
panies united,  1821.  Joined  with  the  Dominion, 
1870. 

6.  MANITOBA,  formerly  Selkirk  and  Red  River  Settle- 

ments.    Organised  as  part  of  the  Dominion,  1870. 

7.  BRITISH  COLUMBIA.    Part  of  Hudson  Bay  Territory 

till  1858,  when  it  was  organised  as  a  Province. 
Joined  with  the  Dominion  1871.  VANCOUVER 
ISLAND  is  incorporated  with  it. 

8.  PRINCE  EDWARD   ISLAND.      Partially  colonised  by 

the  French  as  St.  John's  Island.  Ceded  to  Britain 
at  the  Peace  of  Paris,  1763.  Formerly  joined  with 
Nova  Scotia.  Joined  the  Dominion  1873. 

The  Dominion  comprises  all  the  northern  part  of  North 
America  except  Newfoundland  and  Alaska ;  the  latter 
belongs  to  the  United  States.  The  capital  of  the 
Dominion  is  Ottawa. 

NEWFOUNDLAND,  an  island  at  the  mouth  of  the  Gulf  of 
St.  Lawrence.  Discovered  by  Cabot,  1497.  Colonised 
by  British,  1583  ;  finally  ceded  to  Britain  at  the  Treaty 
of  Utrecht,  1713;  joined  with  Nova  Scotia  till  1728; 
separate  government  set  up,  1832.  Labrador  is  incor- 
porated with  it.  Capital,  St.  Johns. 

BRITISH  HONDURAS,  in  Central  America.  Discovered  by 
Columbus,  1502.  Ceded  to  Britain  at  the  Peace  of 
Paris,  1763.  Capital,  Belize.

Founded  by  Lord  Baltimore  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  I,  and  named  after  Henrietta  Maria. 

VIRGINIA.  Named  by  Raleigh  in  honour  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, but  not  really  colonised  until  1607. 

NORTH    CAROLINA    )    Colonised    by    British,    1681-1685. 
SOUTH   CAROLINA     J        Named  after  Charles  II. 

GEORGIA  settled  1732.     Named  after  George  II. 

All  these  states  threw  off  their  allegiance,  1776. 
Their  independence  was  acknowledged,  1783.

WHITBY,  on  the  north  coast  of  Yorkshire.  At  a  synod  held 
here,  Oswin  king  of  Northumbria  decided  that  England 
should  adhere  to  Rome  in  ecclesiastical  matters,  664. 

FALAISE  in  Normandy,  north  of  France.  William  the  Lion, 
King  of  Scots,  made  a  treaty  with  Henry  II,  promising 
to  do  homage  for  the  Crown  of  Scotland,  and  to  put 
the  castles  of  Lothian  into  Henry's  hands,  1174. 

SANDWICH,  on  the  coast  of  Kent.  Hubert  de  Burgh  defeated 
the  French  Fleet  which  was  bringing  reinforcements  for 
Louis  of  France,  1217. 

OTTERBURN,  near  the  Cheviots  in  Northumberland.  A  battle 
was  fought  between  the  border  lords,  Percy  and  Douglas, 
1388.  (Also  called  Chevy  Chase.) 

RATHMINES,  south  of  Dublin,  Ireland.  General  Jones  with 
Parliamentarian  troops  defeated  the  Royalist  Ormond, 
1649. 

CORBIESDALE,  in  the  Highlands  of  Scotland.  Montrose,  the 
Royalist  leader,  was  defeated  by  the  Covenanters,  1 649. 

TORE  AY,  south  of  Devonshire.  William  III  landed  here, 
1688. 

BEACHY  HEAD,  south  of  Sussex.  The  French  defeated  the 
English  under  Admiral  Herbert,  1689. 

NEWTOWN  BUTLER,  east  of  Lock  Erne  in  Fermanagh,  Ire- 
land. Colonel  Wolsey,  General  of  William  III,  defeated 
the  Irish,  1692. 

DONAUWERTH,  on  the  Rhine,  Germany,  Marlborough  and 
the  Marquis  of  Burgrave  destroyed  the  Bavarian  forces, 
1704. 
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Bois-LE-Duc,   in   north    Brabant,    Holland.      The   French 

defeated  the  Duke  of  York,  second  son  of  George  III, 

J793- 
MAIDA,  in  Calabria,  south  of  Italy.     General  Stuart,  who 

was  defending  Sicily,  landed  and  defeated  the  French, 

1806. 

ALIWAL,  on  the  Sutlej,  north  of  India.    The  British  defeated 
the  Sikh  forces  with  heavy  loss,  1846. 
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
